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Not  a  few  of  our  readers  vvlio,  perhaps, 
have  never  botliered  their  lieads  about 

tlie  S.1{.C.  and  its 
17te  Conference.  Conferenee  with  other 

University  Councils, 
will  inquire,  natural!}'  enough,  what 
may  be  the  object  of  this  Conference  ? 
Many  undergraduates  are  unaware  that 
the  four  Scottish  Universities  Mre  not 


strictly  autonomous  ;  and  consequently 
any  movement  of  reform  which  the 
students  of  our  I'nivcrsity  wish  to  sug- 
gest to  the  authorities  is  greatly  en- 
iianced  by  concerted  action  with  the 
other  three  Representative  Councils. 
A  glance  at  the  motions  which  the 
Conference  has  passed  this  year  for 
recommendation  to  the  University 
Courts  shows  how  practical  and  urgent 
are  the  questions  which  the  Conference 
considers ;  and  the  general  body  of 
undergraduates  are  highly  indebted  to 
the  members  of  the  Conference  for  their 
gratuitous  expenditure  of  energy  and 
invention  in  the  interests  of  academic 
progress. 
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Tlie  conferring  of  the  Honorary  LL.l). 
degree  upon  His  Serene  Highness  the 
Prince  of  Monaco  last 
The  Prince  of  week  was  one  of  those 
Monaco.  functions  which  onr 
University  delights  to 
exercise.  The  man  of  science,  whose 
every  moment  is  obsessed  and  haunted 
by  his  research  and  his  inductive  ima- 
ginings, is  too  often  rewarded  merely 
by  the  success  of  his  efforts,  by  the  fact 
that  he  has  added  a  few  grains  to  the 
immeasurable  sands  of  knowledge. 
And  as  a  rule  he  is  satisiied  with  such 
a  reward  as  that.  Modesty  is  perhaps 
nowhere  more  prevalent  among  eminent 
men  than  in  the  ranks  of  science. 
Ancient  seats  of  learning  can  lavish 
upon  such  men  whatever  decorations  it 
is  in  their  power  to  bestow.  These 
often  form  the  only  popular  criterion  of 
these  men's  toil  and  devotion  to  their 
task  ;  but  they  go  on  their  way,  cheered 
and  encouraged,  in  the  arid  exploration 
of  the  unknown.

The   King's   Speech. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, — The 
recent  visit  of  the  Ameer  of  Afghanistan 
to  the  Governor-General  of  India  has 
given  me  great  satisfaction,  and  will 
promote  the  friendly  relations  between 
the  Ameer  and  my  Government. 

My  relations  with  Foreign  Powers 
continue  to  be  friendly. 

My  Government  have  concluded 
agreements,  calculated  to  settle  dis- 
putes and  to  remove  difficulties  with 
the  French,  German,  Italian,  and 
Turkish  Governments. 

The  arrangements  for  the  establish- 
ment of  responsible  government  in  the 
Transvaal  have  been  completed,  and  I 
have  caused  Letters  Patent  to  be  issued 
under  the  Great  Seal.  The  instruments 
providing  for  a  similar  Constitution  for 
the  Orange  River  Colony  are  in  pre- 
paration. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
yon  will  be  asked  to  consider  estimates 
for  the  coming  year,  which  will  be 
framed  with  a  due  regard  to  such  a 
wise  frugality  as  will  be  consistent  with 
efficiency.  It  is  a  source  of  great  grati- 
fication to  me  that,  owing  to  the  in- 
creased prosperity  of  trade,  and  the 
large  snm  provided  by  the  death  duties, 
a  considerable  siu'plus  will  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen,  I  regret 
that,  notwithstanding  the  protracted 
consideration  which  you  gave  last 
session  to  the  improvement  of  Primary 
and  Secondary  Education  in  England 
and  Wales,  no  settlement  of  the  question 
was  arrived  at.  In  the  meantime,  it 
will  be  the  duty  of  my  Government  to 
administer  the  existing  laws  with  a 
strict  regard  to  educational  efficiency. 

Should  it  be  deemed  necessary, 
owing  to  further  difficulties  in  the 
relations  of  Lords  and  Commons,  legis- 
lation will  be  introduced  dealing  with 
the  question.

The 
large  laboratory  in  tiie  centre,  the 
cabin  accommodation  for  a  staff  of 
scientists,  the  com])lete  trawling  and 
sonnding  outfit  and  other  apparatus, 
make  the  vessel  absolutely  unique. 

The  geographical  range  of  the  Prince's 
activities  is  a  wide  one.  He  has  in- 
vestigated the  Mediterranean,  the 
North  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  the  Arctic 
Seas — the  latter  in  so  high  an  altitude 
as  81°  N.  to  the  north  of  Spitzbergcn, 
his  cruise  in  1899  including  a  very 
complete  hydrographical  survey  of 
Rod  Bay  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Archipelago. 

Since  that  time  he  has  imdertakeu 
a  new  investigation,  namely,  the  in- 
vestigation of  the  higher  atmosphere 
by  means  of  kites  and  balloons  from 
his  scientific  yacht.  These  observa- 
tions, which  are  of  the  greatest  import- 
ance, have  been  conducted  in  the 
region  of  the  X.E.  Trade  Winds,  and 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Spitzbergen. 

The  Prince  has  not  been  contented 
with  thus  actively  devoting  his  life  to 
science.  He  has  erected  at  Monaco  a 
huge  Oceanograi)hical  iluseum,  com- 
pletely furnished  with  laboratories, 
extensive  aquaria,  and  every  require- 
ment necessary  to  modern  Oceano- 
graphy. He  has,  moreover,  formed  in 
Paris  a  magnificent  institute,  with  an 
international  committee,  and  has  en- 
dowed it  to  the  extent  of  £100,000. 

A  long  and  distinguished  list  of 
scientists  of  all  nationalities  has  been 
associated  with  the  Prince  in  his  work. 
Among  these,  our  readers  will  readily 
recall  the  name  of  Mr  W.  S.  Bruce  of 
the  "Scotia."  This  distinguished  Scot- 
tish occanographist  has  accompanied 
the  Prince  on  all  three  of  his  Arctic 
Voyages. 

Our  University  is  proud  to  have  as 
its  most  recent  honorary  graduate  this 
ardent  and  brilliant  scientific  worker. 


How  to  Make  an 
Aeroplane. 

(  With  apoloc/ies  to  the  "  Reader,"  "  Beyond 
the  Skies,"  and  the  "  Angel  Messenger.") 

Thk  writer  of  this  article,  by  his  long 
experience  in  the  keeping  of  bantams, 
canaries,  and  other  winged  instruments, 
together  with  an  accurate  knowledge 
of  all  the  products  of  mechanical  in- 
vention in  the  early  centuries  (acquired 
in  the  University  laboratories),  is  parti- 
cularly well  qualified  to  give  iidvice  to 
the  aeroplaneur,  whose  wicked  career 
justifies  the  vague  apprehension  that 
his  Hying  performances  will  be  con- 
fined to  this  world.  Modern  technical 
knowledge  of  mechanics  is,  of  course, 
expected  from  the  individual  who  dares 
to  undertake  the  uumufacture  of  a 
machine,  the  construction  of  which  has 
hitherto  defied  even  such  master  minds 
as  the  Kaiser,  Santos  -  Dumont,  and 
Lindsay. 

The  possession  of  this  knowledge  by 
the  reader  obviates  the  difficulty  of  its 
supply  by  the  author. 

The  simplest  and  cheapest  way  to 
make  an  aeroplane  (vulg.  flying  ma-- 
chine),  is  to  get  somebody  else  to  do 
it.  Under  favourable  circumstances 
this  may  be  carried  out  as  follows. 
Conspirate  an  accomplice.  On  the 
day  of  the  great  Studciit  Aeroplane 
Competition,  station  a  well-bibulated 
cabman  with  his  vehicle  at  the  door  of 
the  M'Ewan  Hall.  Together  with  your 
accomplice  await  at  the  Union  the 
conmiencement  of  the  flight. 

As  the  machines  and  their  owners 
tumble  to  the  ground  and  are  impaled 
upon  the  spikes  of  the  railings,  rapidly 
select  the  likeliest-looking  aeroplane 
and  act  thus.  Push  up  in  great  ex- 
citement and  pull  the  occupant  from 
the  car.  AVhether  he  be  injured  or 
not,  sympathise  loudly  with  him,  and 
shout  for  a  cab.  The  cab  will  now 
drive  up,  and  into    it  you    shove  the 
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bewildered  competitor  as  if  he  were  a 
Koepenick  Burgomaster. 

In  sobbing  accents  implore  the  cabby 
to  drive  like  the  wind  to  some  distant 
infirmary,  such  as  Leith,  or  the  Sick 
Children's,  and  give  him  special  in- 
junctions to  pay  no  attention  to  the 
wishes  of  the  poor  chap  inside,  who  is 
quite  delirious,  and  will  probably  want 
to  get  out.  You  then  remove  the 
aeroplane  to  your  lodgings,  and  change 
the  name-plate.  Rechristen  it,  if  you 
have  a  conscience,  the  "  Flighty  Fraud." 

But  for  the  benefit  of  Divinity  students, 
Avho,  for  the  sake  of  argument,  we  will 
assume  to  be  unwilling  to  commandeer 
the  machine,  and  for  others  who  might 
dread  detection,  we  will  now  describe 
the  manufacture  of  the  aeroplane  of 
the  future. 

The  only  requirements  are  a  sound 
mechanical  principle  and  some  ma- 
chinery. The  principle  we  will  explivin 
without  the  use  of  the  abstruse  techni- 
calities which  disfigure  modern  scientific 
literature. 

Every  one  is  aware  of  the  fact  that 
the  wind  which  removes  his  glossy  tile 
hat  from  his  head  to  the  gutter  is  a 
"  blast,"  like  his  remarks  on  the  occa- 
sion. The  counter-motion  to  a  blast  is 
a  pulling  draught,  in  one  word  "suction." 

Therefore,  behind  the  aeroplane  put 
a  forwarding  blast,  in  front,  a  powerful 
suction,  and  the  M'Ewan  Lamp  is 
reached. 

Now  for  the  machinery.  Procure 
six  myographs  with  brass  drums  from 
the  Physiology  Department ;  three  large 
resonators  from  the  Natural  Philosophy 
Laboratory,  and  a  large  supply  of  gas 
from  any  lecture  (Professor's  in  pre- 
ference). 

Towels  and  small  pieces  of  soap 
along  with  hot  water  should  also  be 
obtained  in  any  University  Laboratory. 
(Unfortunately  they  are  not.) 

By  placing  a  Union  armchair  for  the 
operator  out  of  the  draught,  and  arrang- 
ing the  material  in  accordance  with  the 


before-mentioned  principle,  the  aero- 
plane is  ready  for  inmiediate  and  out- 
spoken abuse. 

Additional  speed  may  be  obtained 
by  taking  the  dissection  "part"  from 
any  man  in  the  Second  Year,  and  sus- 
pending it  from  the  machine. 

Several  dogs  will  now  run  along 
with  it,  while  its  malodorous  influence 
will  ensure  a  peaceful  passage  even 
above  the  most  congested  traffic. 

It  is  not  desirable  to  illuminate  the 
aeroplane,  as  the  moths  thereby  at- 
tracted would  diminish  the  speed  con- 
siderably. To  avoid  illumination  several 
lamps  should  be  taken  from  the  English 
Class-room,  and  placed  at  intervals 
round  the  aerial  vehicle. 

Any  member  of  the  Musical  Society 
will  act  as  a  motor  horn  in  crowded 
districts.  The  trailed  limb  speaks 
for  itself. 

By  following  these  instructions  very 
closely,  the  reader  will  make  absolutely 
certain  that,  on  the  competition  day, 
some  fellow-student  will  obtain  an 
aeroplane  by  the  chea]3  and  simple 
method  described  at  the  beginning  of 
this  most  interesting  article.

The.  British  Medical  Association  of 
General  Procfitioiiers. 

I  have  received  an  urjfeiit  appeal 
for  a  suI)sc'rij)tion  to  the  Union  Exten- 
sion Fund,  an  object  whicii  every 
graduate  of  the  University  would 
wish  to  help  <);enerously.  Recently  also 
there  is  fa  call  for  assistance  to  the 
British  Medical  Benevolent  Fund, 
another  admirable  institution.  Then 
there  is  for  the  medical  man  the  absolute 
necessity  of  insuring  his  income  by 
taking  out  a  sickness  and  accident 
policy  and  providing  against  his  un- 
timely death  to  the  extent  of,  at  least, 
a  couple  of  thousand  Pounds  of  life 
insurance.  All  tiiese  things  call  for  an 
annual  expenditure  of  £50  more  or  less, 
and  I  wish  to  suggest,  with  all  deference 
to  our  licensing  bodies,  that  it  is  part  of 
their  duty  to  teach  us  how  to  obtain 
this  £.")()  and  a  sufficient  income  as  well. 
The  average  student  works  hard  to  ob- 
tain a  degree,  imagining  that  having 
learnt  his  business  his  only  difficulty 
will  be  to  obtain  work.  A  few  years 
in  j)ractice  opens  his  eyes  to  the  fact 
that  work  is  not  very  difficult  to  obtain, 
but  that  an  income  is  a  different  ques- 
tion altogether,  and  the  reason  for  this 
he  ])resently  finds  out  to  be  that  the 
medical  profession  is  fair  game  for  every 
one  to  defraud  and  ill-use.  From 
highest  to  lowest  every  class  vies  in 
exploiting  the  medical  practitioner  for 
its  own  ends.  Rich  people  take  his 
services  gratuitously  for  their  hospitals  ; 
the  middle  class  think  he  is  remune- 
rated at  an  artisan's  wages ;  the  labour- 
ing class  either  do  not  pay  him  at  all  or 
sweat  him  by  their  clubs ;  and  the  very 
])oor  represented  by  the  Guardians  are, 
perhaps,  the  meanest  payers  of  all. 
The  consequence  is  that  the  ordinary 
G.  P.  works  twelve  hours  a  day,  and 


seven  days  a  week,  and  yet,  in 
addition  to  the  anxiety  and  worry 
inherent  in  his  work,  is  oppressed  with 
the  anxiety  and  worry  of  an  inadequate 
and  uncertain  income. 

Now,  there  is  one  great  organisation 
trying  to  find  a  reniedyfor  this  iniquitous 
state  of  things,  viz.,  the  British  Medical 
Association,  .and  I  think  it  behoves  our 
professors,  and  especially  him  to  whom 
it  falls  to  address  the  graduands  each 
capping,  to  instruct  the  latter  on  the 
difficulties  they  are  sure  to  encounter  in 
practice,  to  explain  the  benefits  of  be- 
coming a  member  of  the  British  Medical 
Association,  and  to  exhort  them  to  join 
it  as  a  duty  to  themselves  and  to  all 
their  professional  brethren.  If  the 
liritish  Medical  Association  represented 
the  whole  of  the  practitioners  in  this 
country  instead  of  little  more  than  half 
of  them,  we  should  be  able  to  dictate 
our  terms  to  the  public,  to  insist  on 
adequate  remuneration  for  work,  and 
incidentally  to  subscribe  many  guineas 
to  the  Union  Extension  Fund.  I  do 
not  mention  again  the  British  Medical 
Benevolent  Fund,  for  with  medical 
men  decently  paid,  there  would  be  no 
need  for  benevolence. ^ — I  am,  &c.

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The  Residency  Table,

Those  who  have  had  the  good  fortune 
to  liohl  office  as  Resident  Pliysieian  or 
Surgeon  in  tlic  Royal  Intirniarj',  look 
back  to  that  time  with  many  kindly 
feelings.  Relieved  from  the  cares  of 
examinations,  hohling  for  the  first  time 
a  responsible  position,  acquiring  know- 
ledge with  a  rapidity  which  will  never 
afterwards  be  equalled,  living  in  an 
atmosphere  of  good  fellowship,  and  con- 
tracting ties  of  friendship  which  will 
last  for  all  time,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  the  six  months  spent  as  a  Resi- 
dent in  the  "  good  old  Royal  "  are 
among  the  happiest  of  a  lifetime. 

We  reproduce  this  week  an  illustra- 
tion of  the  Residency  Table,  which 
will  interest  many  of  our  readers.

A  Famous  Cricketer. 

Mr  C.  T.  Studd,  who  is  to  address  a 
meeting  of  students  on  Sunday,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  I'niversity  Christian 
Union,  is  well  known  by  name  to  all 
who  are  interested  in  athletics.  In 
1878  he  captained  the  Eton  eleven,  and 
in  1883  the  Cambridge  team.  He  was 
the  chief  means  of  inflicting  a  defeat — 
the  first  of  their  tour — on  the  Austra- 
lians in  1882,  when  Cambridge  won  by 
six  wickets. 

In  1883  and  following  years,  Mr 
Stanley  Smith — stroke  oarsman  of  the 
Cambridge  eight — and  Mr  Studd  held 
meetings  amongst  the  students  of  this 
city,  which  produced  a  tremendous 
impression.  It  will  interest  Edinburgh 
men  to  know  that  as  a  result  of  these 
meetings  Professor  Drunnnond  took  up 
his  work,  and  on  his  death  they  were 
taken  up  by  the  Rev.  John  Kelman — 
the  Operetta  House  meetings,  which 
students  of  all  classes  so  nuich  look 
forward  to  and  value  so  highly. 

Mr  Studd,  who  is  home  from  India, 
is  coming  from  London  for  this  meeting, 
and  will  no  doubt  be  welcomed  back  by 
a  large  gathering.

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Progress  of  the  University 
in  1906. 

The  progress  of  Edinburgh  University 
in  1906  lias  been  most  marked  in  con- 
nection with  provisions  for  the  study 
of  science.  The  opening  of  the  new 
buildings,  well  equipped  with  the  most 
modern  apparatus,  in  which  the  En- 
gineering and  Xatural  Philosophy  de- 
partments are  accommodated,  was 
perhaps  the  most  notable  academic 
event  of  the  year.  The  department 
of  Agriculture  has  been  enriched  by 
the  institution  of  an  advanced  course, 
while  increased  importance  has  been 
attached  to  the  study  of  Forestry,  a 
new  Ordinance  improving  the  status  of 
which  awaits  the  approval  of  the 
Privy  Council.  In  the  provision  for 
the  acquirement  of  Medical  Science 
improvement  has  also  taken  place, 
through  the  division  of  the  subject  of 
Midwifery  into  Midwifery  .and  Gynae- 
cology, for  which  a  special  lectureship 
was  established,  while  further  reforms 
are  at  present  being  considered  by  the 
Privy  Council,  having  already  obtained 
the  sanction  of  the  University  Court. 
In  the  Faculty  of  Arts  a  much  needed 
change  has  been  made  by  the  establish- 
ment of  a  lectureship  in  Experimental 
Psychology,  part  of  the  endowment  of 
which  has  been  contributed  by  the 
trustees  of  the  late  George  Combe. 
As  yet,  there  is  not  a  Faculty  of  Com- 
merce in  the  University,  and  there  is 
little  indication  of  its  institution,  but 
the  value  of  the  University  to  the 
commercial  life  of  the  nation  will  be 
enhanced  when  the  chair  of  Geography, 
sanctioned  by  the  King  in  Council,  and 
the  lectureship  in  Economic  History 
(upon  the  inauguration  of  which  the 
University  Court  have  resolved),  have 
been  established. 

It  is  probably  a  result  of  the  admira- 
tion which  Scotsmen  generally  show 
for  classical  culture,  that  the  amount 
of  money  annually  expended  in  schdar- 


ships,  bursaries,  prizes,  &c.,  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  is  so  nmch  greater 
than  the  sum  available  for  similar 
purposes  in  any  other  faculty.  Arts, 
with  1,012  students,  takes  £11,005 
in  this  manner ;  while  Medicine,  with 
1,500  students,  has  only  £3,630.  It 
may  be  that  the  parents  of  medical 
students  are  better  able  to  afford  to  pay 
fees,  but  scholarships  are  valuable,  not 
only  because  they  open  the  doors  of  the 
University  to  poor  students,  but  also 
because  they  are  an  encouragement  to 
study  more  widely  in  this  or  that  grotip 
of  subjects.  In  this  respect  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Medical  Faculty  is  deficient, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  future  donors 
will  be  mindful  of  this  need.  Last 
year  only  two  new  bursaries  were 
founded,  by  becpiests  of  £4,000  each, 
and  both  are  in  the  Arts  Faculty.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Divinity 
students  are  most  fortunate  in  this 
respect,  there  being  £1,680  available 
annually  for  50  students. 

It  is  difficult  to  form  an  exact  estimate 
of  the  value  of  the  Carnegie  Trust  as  a 
means  of  paying  the  fees  of  students. 
There  is  certainly  a  temptation  to  abuse 
this  benefaction,  but  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  the  abuse  is  less  prevalent  in 
Edinburgh  than  in  the  other  Scottish 
Universities.  Perhaps  the  benefits  of 
the  Trust  are  most  appreciated  in 
regard  to  the  grant  of  scholarships  for 
research  purposes,  in  the  better  endow- 
ment of  lectureships,  and  in  the  con- 
tributions which  it  makes  for  the  exten- 
sion of  facilities  for  scientific  study.  It 
was  mainly  due  to  the  grant  of  £20,000 
from  the  Carnegie  Trust,  that  the  Uni- 
versity authorities  were  enabled  to 
proceed  with  the  equipment  of  the 
new  buildings  of  the  Engineering  and 
Natural  Philosophy  departments. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  year  great 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  University  Library.  Not 
only  has  the  great  work  of  cataloguing 
the  210,000  volumes  which  it  comprises.

practically  reached  coiiiplctioii,  but  a 
short  catalogue  of  25,000  books  has 
been  issued  for  the  use  of  students. 
The  introduction  of  steel  shelving  is  a 
great  improvement  in  the  coiulition  of 
the  library,  and  has  secured  ample 
space  for  the  accommodation  of  new 
books  for  many  years  to  come.  It  is 
also  gratifying  to  note  that  the  appeal 
of  the  University  for  contributions  of 
books  has  met  with  a  liberal  response, 
while  the  sum  of  £1,000  per  annum  for 
the  development  of  the  Library  has  been 
secured  from  the  Carnegie  Trust. 

The  increase  in  the  niunber  of 
students,  and,  what  is  stiill  more  im- 
portant, the  increase  in  the  number  of 
new  graduates,  the  success  of  the 
vacation  courses  in  Modern  Languages, 
and  the  post  -  graduate  courses  in 
Medicine,  are  further  evidences  of  the 
vitality  of  the  University. 

Taken  as  a  whole  the  Report  shows 
that  the  University  is  alive  to  the 
interests  that  it  is  called  upon  to  serve, 
and  to  the  place  that  it  is  expected  to 
fill  in  the  national  life  of  Scotland. 
The  progress  that  has  been  made  in 
the  past  year  is  a  good  augury  that 
before  another  twelve  months  have  been 
completed,  reforms  urgently  needed  for 
the  greater  efficiency  of  the  L'^niversity 
will  be  effected.

Conference. 

The  Conference  closed  a  busy  two- 
days'  work  on  Tnesday  afternoon. 
Many  extremely  important  motions 
were  discussed,  perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant of  which  was — 

"That  this  Conference  approves  of 
the  principle  of  autonomy  in  the  Scot- 
tish Universities,  and  expresses  its 
opinion  that,  should  such  autonomy  be 
granted,  the  Students'  Representative 
Councils  should  be  represented  on  the 
governing  boards." 

This  motion,  moved  by  Mr  Cameron, 
was  carried  unanimously.  In  fairness 
to  others,  it  should  be  stated  that  the 
Edinburgh  University  authorities  are 
themselves  in  favour  of  it,  while  both 
the  Chancellor  and  the  Lord  Rector 
have  declared  themselves  supporters  of 
such  a  reform.  On  the  other  hand,  l)y 
a  bare  majority,  the  Conference  rejected 
a  motion — 

"That  this  Conference  exi)resses  its 
disapproval  of  any  steps  which  may  be 
taken  to  institute  a  three-term  session 
in  the  Faculty  of  Arts." 

Of  the  Medical  motions  one  was 
rejected,  the  second  was  found  to  apply 
only  to  one  University  and  therefore  to 
fall  outside  the  sphere  of  the  Confer- 
ence ;  while  Mr  Wilmot's  proposal — 

"  That  this  Conference  considers  the 
establishment  of  a  Lectureship  in  the 
History  of  Medicine  is  most  urgently 
required  at  each  of  the  four  I'niver- 
sities," 

was  lost  by  one  vote.  A  motion  to  the 
effect — 

"  That  the  results  of  Class  Examina- 
tions should  be  taken  directly  into 
account  in  determining  the  results  of 
Degree  Examinations," 

was   lost,   to  the   great   regret  of  the 


Edinburgh  delegates.  Several  motions 
dealing  with  the  position  of  Modern 
Ijanguages  were  discussed ;  and  the 
Conference,  among  others,  passed  a 
resolution  calling  for  the  erection  of  the 
lectureships  in  French  and  German 
into  chairs.     The  Conference  decided — 

"That  owing  to  the  increasing  diffi- 
culty of,  and  the  number  of  classes 
required  for  honours  courses,  the  time 
limit  for  double  or  additional  honours 
be  extended  from  five  to  six  years;"  and 

"That  the  present  degree  in  Arts 
be  converted  into  two  degrees,  B.A. 
and  M.A.,  the  former  rei)resenting  the 
ordinary  degree,  the  latter  the  present 
honours  degree." 

Several  motions  dealing  with  the 
arrangements  and  standanl  of  Divinity 
Examinations  were  under  discussion, 
uniformity  being  demanded.  It  was 
agreed  to  ask  for  a  reduction  from  five 
to  three  years  as  the  niininium  space 
between  B.Sc.  and  DSc,  and  for  the 
formati(m  of  a  Doctorate  in  Juris- 
prudence hoiiorix  causa  taiifiaii. 

Principal  Sir  William  Turner  in  a 
sympathftic  and  genial  speech  wel- 
comed the  delegates  on  Tnesday.  At 
the  close  of  the  Conference,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr  Wilson  Jameson  (Aber- 
deen), the  chiiirnuin,  Mr  Russell,  and 
the  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr  A.  S.  I.  Logan, 
were  warmly  thanked.  Mr  Johnstone 
of  Aberdeen  extended  an  invitation  on 
behalf  of  his  Council  for  the  next 
meeting  of  Conference. 

On  both  Monday  and  Tuesday  the 
delegates  were  entertained  to  lunch ; 
on  Monday  night  a  most  successful 
dance  Mas  held  in  the  Union,  and  on 
Tuesday  evening  a  dinner  took  place  in 
the  Carlton  Hotel.  The  Councils  were 
each  represented  by  four  delegates, 
while  the  editors  of  the  Ihiiversity 
magazines  were  also  the  guests  of  the 
Ccmncil,  and  held  a  Magazine  Con- 
ference. 
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Two  Arts  nicu  passed  the  entrance 
to  the  New  Quad,  when  the  Inter- 
Universities  Conference  was  being 
photographed.

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Professor  Masson, 

Recently  the  writer  met  an  old 
student  of  the  Emeritus  -  Professor 
of  English  Literature  and  Rhetonc. 
"Yes,"  remarked  the  man  of  former 
days,  "student-memory  is  very  short. 
That  is  but  natural.  Men  come  and  go, 
and  their  place  knows  them  no  more. 
The  callow  youth  who  enters  tlie  door 
of  the  Rhetoric  Class-room,  and  trifles 
with  the  nnises  there,  recks  not  of  those 
thirty  years  when  Professor  Masson  sat 
in  the  chair  which  now  Professor  Saints- 
bury  occupies.  But  there  is  a  force 
alive  and  acting  in  men  to-day  that  is 
imdrcamt  of  by  him.  He  may  admire 
the  acute  scholarship  of  Masson's 
'Milton,'  and  he  may  read  with  ad- 
miration '  Essays  :  Biographical  and 
Critical,'  or  'The  Three  Devils: 
Luther's,  Milton's,  (joethe's,'  or  any  of 
the  dozen  other  books  that  came  from 
this  gifted  pen,  yet  even  then  he  has 
not  got  hold  of  the  secret.  In  the  little 
northern  manse,  in  the  publishing  offices 
of  London  papers,  in  Scotland  and 
England,  and  throughout  the  world,  are 
men  whose  hearts  hold  memories  of 
brave  old  days  spent  in  Edinburgh, 
men  whose  memories  are  mingled  inex- 
tricably with  thoughts  of  what  they 
heard  from  the  lips  of  one  who  laid 
open  to  them  realms  of  never-perishing 
delight." 

Everywhere  the  same  influence  meets 
us.  Now  it  is  some  old  story  of  the 
gas-bracket  that  shook  under  Massim's 
tugging.  He  pulled  and  pulled,  and 
the  bracket  creaked,  but  the  sentence 
came ;  words  glowed,  the  class  sat 
spell-bound,  and  forgot  the  danger  of  a 
possible  escape  of  gas  (even  the  back 
benches).  Now  it  is  an  unexpected 
personal  touch  :  "  Masson  Mrote  to  me 
when  my  first  book  was  published.  He 
was  far  too  lenient  to  it ;  .  .  .  but  for 
him  I  should  never  have  been  able  to 
do  it ;  and  when  it  wiis  done  my  first 
thought  was.  What  will  he  think  of  it?" 


Professor  Masson  is  a  link  to  times 
that  are  fast  passing  away.  He 
was  appointed  Professor  of  English 
in  1805,  the  same  year  that  Carlyle 
was  elected  Lord  Rector.  Of  Carlyle, 
Professor  Masson  has  many  memories. 
When  Masson  was  editor  of  Mac- 
millaii'x  Magnzine  he  saw  many  whose 
names  have  to-day  an  abiding-place  in 
our  literature.  Thackeray,  Dickens, 
Douglas  Jerrold  were  among  his  literary 
friends.  Later  S.  R.  Crockett,  Robert 
Louis  Stevenson,  J.  M.  Barrie,  Neil 
Munro,  ami  George  Douglaswere  among 
his  stiulents,  and,  as  his  article  in  a  re- 
cent issue  of  the  Student  shows,  he  has 
many  memories  of  men  of  an  epoch 
the  noise  of  which  will  last  as  long  as 
the  world  does. 

No,  Professor  Masson  has  not  gone 
from  our  memories.  They  may  be  siiort 
memories,  but  he  has  too  strong  a  place 
in  them  to  drop  away.  He  is  one  whom 
we  delight  to  honour.

First  XV.  V.  Stewdi-fonians. — There 
was  no  scoring  in  this  matcii  on  Satur- 
day, possibly  because  there  wasn't  a 
match  to  score  in ;  and  as  the  same 
phenomenon  was  observable  with  regard 
to  the  Melrose  and  Glasgow  I'niversity 
matches,  the  last  appearance  of  our 
representatives  is  somewhat  of  an  effort 
of  memory.  The  individual  members 
have  spent  the  vacation  with  various 
teams,  the  captain  with  the  Fettesian- 
Lorettonians  (a  handy,  terse  name  to 
yell,  that),  and  come  back  full  of  beans 
and  quite  prcjiared  to  give  some  to  the 
Glasgow  Accies  to-morrow  at  Annies- 
land.  They  reopen  for  business  second 
in  the  championship  table,  level  with 
the  'Sonians  with  two  defeats  each, 
and  behind  the  two  Academical  clubs 
and  Jedforest,  with  one — a  map  that  is 
hkely  in  the  next  few  weeks  to  undergo 
radical  alteration. 

With  regard  to  these  two  defeats,  to 
make  excuses  is  always  weak  and  un- 
sportsmanlike. But  when  the  question 
of  "  decadence  "  is  raised,  as  it  has  been 
in  some  quarters,  it  is  only  fair  to  point 
out  that  both  were  sustained  by  single 
scores,  and  that  score  on  each  occasion  a 
heaven-sent  stroke  of  luck  such  as  docs 
not  come  our  way.

Our  Book=Shelf. 

Hints  on  the  Management  of 
the  commonek  infections.  by 
R.  W.  Marsden,  M.D.,  M.R.C.P., 
D.P.H.  London  :  William  Heine- 
man  n. 

In  this  we  have  an  admirable  volume 
that  aims  at  and  succeeds  in  assisting 
the  busy  general  practitioner.  In  con- 
cise language,  small  bulk,  and  clear 
type,  we  have  a  succinct  resume  of  the 
most  useful  methods  of  treatment  and 
prophylaxis  in  the  commoner  infectious 
diseases.  But  the  interest  is  not  re- 
stricted to  the  practitioner ;  it  is  a  book 
essential  to  the  ordinary  medicalstudent, 
it  raises  the  veil  from  the  secrets  of 
ward  treatment ;  -diagnosis  and  symp- 


tomatology is  the  business  of  the  ward 
clinique,  but  the  average  student  is 
ignorant  of  the  technique  of  feeding, 
bathing,  and  administering  drugs  to 
the  patient.  It  is  the  test  of  a  practical 
medical  man  when  he  can  give  the 
relatives  of  his  patients  full  details  as 
to  the  necessary  points  of  hygiene,  diet, 
and  hydrotherapy.  All  methods  are 
fully  and  clearly  dealt  with,  the  direc- 
tions for  nasal  feeding  and  nutrient 
enemata  are  especially  useful  and  in- 
structive. The  value  of  the  cold  bath 
in  pneumonia,  the  recent  research  of 
l)r  Boyd  and  Miss  Robertson  on  rectal 
alimentation,  the  comparative  value  and 
the  correct  dosage  and  methods  of  sera- 
therapy,  are  only  a  few  of  the  important 
and  eminently  useful  departments  so 
admirably  dealt  with  in  this  book.

LYCEUM  THEATRE. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  the  Chinese 
comic  opera  "8ee->See"  lias  had  a 
long  and  successful  run  in  London, 
and  a  visit  to  the  Lyceum  (where  it  is 
to  be  presented  for  some  weeks)  will 
dispel  any  doubts  on  the  matter.  The 
dialogue  is  of  a  sui)erior  kind,  showing 
touches  from  the  hand  of  Charles  H. 
E.  Brookficld,  whose  wit  we  have 
already  enjoyed  this  season  in  "Tiie 
Belle  of  Mayfair."  The  lyrics  are  neat, 
the  songs  following  the  dialogue  with 
more  aptness  than  is  usual,  while  the 
music  of  Sidney  Jones,  if  reminiscent 
of  his  former  successes,  is  pleasant  and 
well  orchestrated.  We  might  specially 
mention  the  music  of  what  appeared 
to  be  the  "  additional  numbers  "  ;  they 
are  fresh  and  catchy,  and  Mr  Frank 
E.  Tours  is  to  be  congratulated  upon 
them. 

It  was  pleasant  to  find  that  the 
young  man  of  the  play  (Yen)  and  his 
fair  inamorata  (See-See)  could  act  as 
well  as  sing.  We  present  our  compli- 
ments to  both  Miss  Lily  Elsie  and  Mr 
Leonard  Mackay  on  their  scenes :  one 
seldom  gets  the  real  thing  in  musical 
pieces.  Any  compliments  we  have 
left  over  go  to  Mr  Mackay ;  he  has  a 
remarkable  personality. 

Mr  Frank  Danby  as  Hang-kee  has 
much  comic  business,  and  one  excellent 
song ;  his  performance,  and  that  of  Mr 
W.  H.  Rawlins  (whose  subtle  eccen- 
tricities of  humour  are  well  known  and 
appreciated  in  Edinburgh)  were  both 
first-rate.  Other  parts  well  filled  in  a 
large  cast  were  the  Mai-Yai  of  Miss 
Amy  Augarde,  who  possesses  a  beauti- 
ful voice ;  Lee  (Miss  Alice  Hatton) ; 
Poo-See  (Miss  Sybil  Grey) ;  and  Wang 
(Mr  John  Byron). 

Lastly,  there  was  Miss  Topsy  Sinden, 
who   has   a   London   reputation    as   a 


dancer,   and   has   not   belied    it   here. 
She  is  already  a  popular  favourite. 

The  piece  is  beautifully  staged  and 
dressed,  and  altogether  is  in  few  ways 
inferior  to  the  Prince  of  Wales'  Theatre 
production  in  London. 

KING'S  THEATRE. 

The  feast  of  colour  and  fun  which 
"  Cinderella "  provides  continues  to 
draw  big  houses  to  the  new  theatre. 
Messrs  Rolyat  and  Humphries  are  Leno 
and  Campbell  back  again,  and  the 
audience  cannot  see  enough  of  them. 
Miss  Phyllis  Dare  is  as  charming  as 
ever  in  the  title-role.  The  temporary 
indisposition  of  Miss  Englefield  gives 
Miss  Dorothy  Ward  her  chance  in  the 
Prince's  part,  and  the  understudy  rises 
well  to  the  occasion,  especially  in  the 
popular  "  Zuyder  Zee  "  song.  Even  if 
there  were  nothing  else  in  the  panto- 
mime, the  stage  pictures,  notably  the 
"  Toilet "  scene,  with  its  living  bouquet, 
and  the  glittering  "Wedding"  finale 
are  worth  a  visit  on  their  own  account. 

EMPIRE. 

The  turns  here  are  varied  and  enter- 
taining. The  condensed  version  of 
"  Rob  Roy,"  presented  by  Leo  Stormont 
&  Co.,  abounds  with  Scottish  humour  and 
exciting  incident,  and  forms  an  agree- 
able contrast  to  the  remainder  of  the 
programme,  chiefly  comic.  The  cycling 
feats  of  the  Aurora  Troupe  are  novel 
and  well  arranged.  The  Phil  and 
Nettie  Peters  Duo  possess  the  typical 
Yankee  humorous  sting.  Griff",  the 
hoop-manipulator,  is  amusing,  though 
he  might  do  more  of  his  clever  hoop 
tricks,  as  he  was  wont  in  days  of  yore. 
Miss  Nina  Gordon  is  a  refined  and 
clever  mimic.  Other  good  turns  are 
Paulinetti  and  Piquo,  acrobats ;  Miss 
Leyton,  in  a  fixrcical  sketch  taking  place 
in  deshabille  and  a  bathroom ;  and  G.  W. 
Hunter,  comedian,  who  has  some  neat 
topical  verses.
